As 1959 marks the centennial of the death of St. John Marie Vianney, the Cure of Ars, special 
patron of all priests engaged in parish work, I ask you two favors: read or reread carefully the 
life-story of this remarkable champion of Christ and pay a visit to his shrine at Riverside making 
the way of the Cross for all the clergy of this diocese to request an increase of vocations to the 
Holy Priesthood. 

The thrill-packed story of the Cure of Ars contains precious lessons for us all today. It shows 
the incredible power of even one completely dedicated soul; for the devil cried out in rage and 
frustration: “If there were three more priests like the Cure of Ars, it would be the end of my 
dominion on earth.” It proves that grace means much more than talents however brilliant; for St. 
John had so much trouble with his studies that for a time no bishop could be found who would 
ordain him: yet see the good he has done. It points up the value of fervent prayer and penance; 
for it was only after some years of his humble prayers before the tabernacle that the people were 
stirred to come back to God. His life gives startling proof of the existence of the devil and of hell. 
Today many sneeringly deny these doctrines of Christ. It suits the devil’s purposes admirably 
when we even doubt of his existence; for then we fall the more readily into his snares and clutches. 
Again St. John was a tireless teacher of religion. This should spur us on to study our catechism, our 
Bible, the sacred liturgy, Church history, the lives of the saints, and the great book of nature as 
powerful means of maintaining our Faith strong and fruitful in good works.
